To see if the Town will direct the Selectmen to use 
the monies in the Reappraisal Capital Reserve Fund to pay for the 
revaluation by the Department of Revenue Administration of the State 
of New Hampshire, or take any other action thereto.

(1) Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 1 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Mason Planning Ordinance, as 
follows: 
“Under Article IV, General Provisions, delete Paragraph L pertain- 
ing to road construction standards.” 


Detailed and upgraded specifications are now included in revised sub- 
division regulations. 


(2) Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by 
the Planning Board for the Town of Mason Planning Ordinance, as 
follows: 
“Amend Article IV, General Provisions, Paragraph M, by adding a 
requirement that mobile homes shall be in accord with US Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development Mobile Home Construction and 
Safety Standards." 


(3) Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by 

the Planning Board for the Town of Mason Building Code, as follows: 
“Under Article III, Section C, change the second sentence to indi- 
cate that the building permit fee shall be based upon the valua- 
tion as found in the Dodge Report or an equivalent source.”

The nominations were closed and the clerk authorized to cast one 
ballot for the above candidates, who were declared elected. 


Article 2, Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $226,624.00 
for the purpose of defraying town charges for the ensuing year, The fol- 
lowing changes were made in the budget. 1) Town Officer’s expenses were 
increased from $10,350.00 to $10,550.00. 2) Polive Department budget in- 
creased from $24,985.00 to $25,595.00. 3) Town Road Maintenance increa- 
sed from $52,000.00 to $53,425.00. 4) Parks and Playgrounds increased 
from$465.00 to $850.00, 


Article 3. Voted to authorize the Selectmen and the Town Treasurer 
to borrow money in anticipation of Taxes. 


Article 4, Voted to appropriate the sum of $6,619.80 (Additional 
Highway Subsidy Funds) for the purpose of highway improvements, 


Article 5, Voted (2/3 vote) that the Town will appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $7,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to Brook- 
line Road, such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds or notes 
under and in compliance with the provisions of Chapter 241, N.H. R.S.A,. 
as amended, and to authorize the Selectmen to determine the date and 
place of payment of such bonds and notes and to determine the rate of 
interest thereon, and to take such other steps as may be necessary to 
negotiate such bonds or notes as shall be to the best interest of the 
Town of Mason, 


Article 6. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for 
the purpose of updating the town tax map, 


Article 7, Voted to amend this article to read: Move that the Town 
vote to have the appraisal division of The Department of Revenue Admin- 
istration conduct a complete revaluation starting in 1984, or thereaf- 
ter, by raising and appropriating the sum of $5,000.00 to be added to 
the Capital Reserve Fund for Revaluation in compliance with N.H. R.S.A. 
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35:l(c) and further direct the Selectmen to expend all monies accumula- 
ted in said fund for this purpose, or for any similar purpose as may be

Article 14, Voted that the Town go on record in support of immedi- 
ate actions by the Federal Government to control and reduce acid rain 
which is harmful to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to 
the health and welfare of the people of Mason. These actions will in- 
clude: 

1. Reduce by at least half, the major cause of acid rain, sulfur di- 
oxide emissions by the year 1990, 

2. Conclude negotiations and adopt a treaty with the government of 
Canada that will commit the both nations to this same goal.

MASON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Despite the high cost of heating our building, the library has 
provided good service to the Mason community throughout 1983 while 
keeping within its operating budget.

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MASON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In 1983 we changed the lighting on the apparatus bays of the 
station from 200-watt incandescent bulbs to 80-watt fluorescent light 
fixtures. This has dramatically improved the lighting on the app- 
aratus floor and has halved the wattage requirements, which should 
result in considerable savings at a time of skyrocketing electric 
rates. We have also installed heat-recirculating blowers in the 
apparatus bays, which is helping to lower heating fuel consumption. 

Department membership has remained fairly steady, although we have 
rather a large percentage of new people, bringing about a training 
problem. There is still room for additional people, however, espe- 
cially those available during the day. 

In October we ran the first of our Roast Beef Dinners, which we 
intend to make an annual event. It was very well received and we look 
forward to running another one next October. 

We are still plagued by wood stove problems and chimney fires, and 
urge people to be extra cautious with their home heating devices. I 
would also like to remind residents that all unvented space heaters 
using any fuel other than electricity are banned from use in struc— 
tures used for human habitation in the Town of Mason. 

In 1983 we lost one of our Charter Members, Firefighter Don 
Armington, who gave much time and many years to the Fire Department 
and the Town of Mason. We miss him. 

We wish to thank our neighboring towns for Mutual Aid Assistance 
during the year.

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MASON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Since my appointment as your Police Chief on June 1, 1983, several 
important changes have been made concerning your Police Department. 

On August 2, Leo P. Bergeron was promoted to the rank of Sargeant. 
Andrew Ruoff, Katherine Hodson, Dennis Heywood, and Mary Bushnell were 
added to the list of police officers serving the Town. All of the 
officers have attended the Part-time Officers School and have been 
certified by the New Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. 

At the Special Town Meeting in November the voters of Mason ap- 
proved the money to purchase a new police cruiser. We now have in 
service a 1984 Chevrolet Blazer equipped with four-wheel drive. All 
of the old radio equipment was traded towards the purchase of a new 
General Electric eight-channel radio; the new radio is now in service 
in the new cruiser. 

The officers of your Police Department are to be commended for the 
over-625 hours of voluntary time they have put in. The officers log- 
ged over 205 hours in classroom instruction, also, at no cost to the 
town. The officers and I have visited the Elementary School and given 
the children instruction in bus and bicycle safety; we have also given 
instruction to the Driver Education classes at the High School, rela- 
tive to alcohol and drug abuse. We are in the planning stage with one 
of our Eagle Scouts for the finger-printing of the children of Mason. 

The main goal of your Police Department for the coming year will 
be to give the citizens of Mason the best possible police protection 
we can. We feel the best protection is prevention: there will be a 
greater focus on training for the officers; this training will be in 
the areas of prevention, detection, apprehension, and prosecution of 
crimes against the citizens of Mason. 

I would ask the residents of Mason for their continued help in the 
area of crime prevention. If you see any unusual or suspicious activ- 
ity, call your Police Department. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
Mason for the support and friendship they have extended to my family 
and me since our coming to Mason.

WILTON RECYCLING CENTER 


I am pleased to report that the Recycling Center brought in more 
money in 1983 than it has in the past two years. Many markets for 
recycled materials are on the rise. A surge in the price per ton for 
cardboard, newspaper, and mixed paper more than compensated for a de- 
crease in market value for glass and some metals. This year our best 
sellers were cardboard (total income $4,383), aluminum cans ($4,168), 
and newspaper ($3,857). Our income total for the year was $17,586. 

As for the aesthetics of the Center, 1983 was also a good year for 
landscaping. Flowers and shrubs, donated by the Wilton Garden Club, 
were planted in two areas of the Center and received great praise. 
Another improvement was that of black-topping in front of the Center, 
making things easier not only for the public but also for employees. 

Representatives of the six towns of the Recycling Center Co-op 
meet quarterly to review the Center's operation. We deal with 
problems such as user participation, budgeting for the Center, and 
locating new landfill sites. These meetings are open to the public, 
and all who are interested are encouraged to attend. 

I'd like to thank the public for making this such a good year at 
the Center. Let's do it again!

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission met regularly on the second Wednesday 
of each month. At many meetings we discussed our growing concern with 
the need to protect water quality in Mason, not only for our own bene- 
fit but also to prevent downgrading of water systems below us in the 
four watersheds originating in Mason. Mason is blessed with ample 
supplies of clean water, and we need not only to recognize their value 
but also to take steps to assure their protection, especially as de- 
velopment pressures in the region increase. 

In March, Liz Fletcher and Edie Griffin attended a workshop spon- 
sored by the Nashua River Watershed Association, on mapping goundwater 
and surface water flows. They then prepared maps of water flows and 
recharge areas in Mason, based on existing contour maps of the town, 
for use in town planning to make sure land uses which could cause ero- 
sion, contamination, etc., are not sited inappropriately. 

We advised the Planning Board on gravel removal regulations. We 
took water samples for testing when development or land-use practices 
suggested possible contamination. In addition we sent water samples 
for acid-rain testing. Results showed that our streams are not as 
acid as some in the region, but their buffering capacity is extremely 
poor: if rain continues at present levels of acidity our streams will 
become toxic to fish. 

In November, we distributed to all town residents a brochure, “Are 
You WELL Informed?", published by the NRWA and addressing issues of 
drinking-water quality. In December, we sponsored the showing of a 
film, “Wetlands: More Than Mud." David Edkins of the Southwestern 
Regional Planning Commission spoke on ways towns can protect wetlands. 

We drafted, in coordination with the Planning Board, a model Wet- 
lands Protection Ordinance for consideration by the town. Many New 
England towns have voted to adopt such an ordinance, not only to pro- 
tect water quality but also to save tax costs which might otherwise 
result from unwise development practices. 

Our negotiations with the Boston and Maine Railroad Company 
regarding acquisition of their right-of-way have progressed. The 
Railroad decided in 1983 to sell its holdings, and Liz Fletcher and 
Shirley Morley undertook preliminary negotiations with Property 
Director Edward Marrs regarding a purchase price. We are researching 
the possibility of obtaining funding assistance from the NH Land and 
Water Conservation Fund. The railway line would provide an excellent 
link for a townwide system of natural areas for recreational uses such 
as cross country skiing, snowmobiling, hiking, and horseback riding.

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, Inc., continues to provide 
efficient professional quality service to the communities of Green- 
ville, Mason, New Ipswich, and Temple. This service is possible only 
through the dedication of our well-trained Driver/Attendants, all of 
whom are volunteers. Almost all of these volunteers are now Nation—- 
ally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians-Ambulance. Several are 
undergoing training toward the higher degree of EMT-Intermediate. 

Many have also undergone advanced training in, for example, Esophageal 
Obdurator Airway (EQOA) and Medical Anti-Shock Trousers (MAST). Atten- 
dants are typically on all-night call about seven times each month. 
There exists a continuing need for volunteers able to answer calls 
during the daytime. Any resident of the four-town area interested in 
joining the Service is encouraged to contact any Attendant or member 
of the Board of Directors. 

In 1983, the Service replaced the older ambulance with a new 
vehicle comprised of a new chassis, cab, and an engine coupled with a 
completely rebuilt ambulance module meeting the latest government 
specifications. The net cost of this unit after trade-in of the old 
ambulance was about $28,000. (A completely new ambulance of compar- 
able quality lists at over $50,000.) This new vehicle was paid for 
entirely out of the capital reserve fund. We now have two ambulances 
in excellent condition; moreover, they are almost identical, which is 
of substantial help to Attendants under the pressure of emergency 
situations. 

The subject of non-emergency transfers, such as between hospitals, 
from hospital to home, from hospital to nursing home, or for hospital 
outpatient appointments, has frequently been a source of misunder- 
standing. The use of the ambulances for these types of situations 
severely handicaps the Service for possible emergencies, particularly 
in view of the fact that fewer Attendants are available during the 
work day. The Board of Directors therefore has adopted the policy 
that the Souhegan Valiey Ambulance Service will no longer be respon- 
sible for non-emergency transfers. Emergency transfers and transfers 
designated as urgent by a physician will continue to be made. 

The Service has also curtailed onsite standby coverage for private 
functions. The ambulance will, of course, continue to be available on 
call for any medical emergencies at such functions. Community- 
sponsored functions will be covered as before. 

The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service continued to operate at no 
expense to the individual requiring emergency ambulance service. The 
1984 projected annual per capita cost to the four communities is 
$3.85, which represents a substantial decrease compared to previous 
years.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
Mascenic Regional School District 

It is indeed a pleasure to submit this report on the 1982-83 school year. 

The school year began with a student enrollment of one thousand thirty-seven students 
(1,037); four hundred sixty-two (462) secondary and five hundred seventy-five (575) elementary. 

Several new teachers joined the staff. At the elementary level, Sandra Perfito was 
assigned to Sacred Heart Public, Mary Buzard was assigned to Appleton and Philip Lauriet was 
appointed Music Teacher. At the secondary level, Beverly Goolbis was appointed to a newly created 
counseling position, David Hunt and Bennett Nicholson assumed duties in the English department, 
Margaret LaPointe was appointed for science, Karna Secker took a part-time position in the mathe- 
matics area, and Dorothy Shattuck joined the Home Economics staff. 

Edward Martin assumed duties as District Principal and was joined at the ecavary level 
by Associate Principal Michael Connolly. Geraldine Nelson moved from elementary secretary to serve 
at Mascenic School, while Mildred Henault moved from Central School to take Mrs. Nelson's position 
at Appleton. 

The new district administration joined the staff in re-examining all aspects of the edu- 
cational program and began to develop plans to improve several programs. 

A school bus transportation study was completed and implemented in October which resulted 
in separate busing of elementary and secondary students. 

A computer program was instituted at Mascenic and Appleton Schools with the help of 
Federal Block Grant funds. 

The staff began a series of curriculum presentations to the School Board which served to 
increase communication and understanding in this important area. 

The School Board joined the other three school districts in the School Administrative Unit 
in developing an alternative to participation in the Regional Special Education Consortium. The re- 
sult was the creation of a Special Education Department housed at Greenville School and designed to 
improve special education programs and services for handicapped youngsters. 

A Building Committee worked diligently throughout the year on plans for a new elementary 
school in Greenville. The thorough work of the Committee was rewarded at the March School District 
meeting with an overwhelming vote in favor of constructing a $750,000 facility in Greenville at the 
site of the Greenville Public School. In addition to this historic action, a very well-attended 
District Meeting approved the budget presented by the School: Board, as well as an additional appro- 
priation of $50,000 for excess special education costs for 1982-1983. 

The March elections brought the electim of Charlene Gavin to replace constance Chartrand 
from Mason and the re-election of Joseph Cartwright as School Board member from New Ipswich. George 
Doonan was re-elected by the Board to serve a third term as chairman. 

The school year ended with a beautiful graduation ceremony, during which fifty-nine (59) 
young men and women received well-earned high school diplomas. For those young people who come after 
them, we shall continue our efforts to improve the schools. With the dedication of the staff, the 
cooperation of the students and their parents, and the support of the cammmities which we serve, all 
of us look forward to the opportunities that the future will offer to achieve the goals of the 
Mascenic District Schools. 65
